3 Yellowknife 
Barges Lost 


A huge blast of dynamite which 
exploded when a barge caught fire 
on Great Slave Lake Saturday 
afternoon completely shattered two 
barges and sank a third one. No 
one was reported injured, 

All three barges, operated by 
Norhern Transporation Company, 
Ltd., are believed to be a total 
loss, 
the damage could be given by offi- 
cials here. It is believed, however, 
that it may run as high as $500,000 


CAUSE NOT KNOWN 

Cause of the explosion has not 
yet been determined, Fire broke 
out on one of the big barges which 
was carrying 120 tons of dynamite 
and quickly spread to the high ex- 


plosives, touching off the huge’ 
blast. 
A second barge, which also 


caught fire and sank, carried alka- 
lite, used in the manufacture of 
aviation gasoline. The blasts from 
the exploding dynamite and alka- 
lite sank the third vessel 
had been cast adrift by the tug. 
The three barges were being 
towed by the Radium King, a key 


boat in Northern Transportation's | 


system, from Fort Smith to Yellow- 
knife, 


30 MILES OUT 

The explosion occurred when the 
barges were about 30 miles south 
of Yellowknife. 

F. W. Broderick, managing direc- 
tor of Northern Transportation 
Company in Edmonton, has left for 
Yellowknife to investigate cause 
of the disaster, 

Fire was first noticed by Capt. 
William Garvie, veteran northland 


skipper of the Radium King, He 
quickly gave orders to cut the 
barges loose and the boat was 


almost three miles away before 
the first explosion occurred, 

The blast sent debris hundreds 
of feet into the air, showering the 
other two barges,

ISSUE “WHITE PAPER” 


These new official worries were 
given top study as the State de- 
partment published a 24,000-word 
“white paper” on the futile four- 
power negotiations on Berlin, The 
document gave” a point-by-point 
description of the manner in which 
the Russians welched on a pledge 
by Premier Josef Stalin to lift the 
blockade, 

At the same time, the United 
States, Britain and France referred 
the Berlin issue to the United Na-

Takes Slap at Reds 


BERLIN, Sept. 27.—(AP)—Berlin’s city government 
told the four occupying powers today they should get out 


of Berlin if they cannot settle their differences, 
The proposal was in a resolution, - 


drafted by the executive branch of 
the government and read to a meet- 
ing of the city council by Acting 
Mayor Friedensburg. 

The resolution asked, however, 
that “so long as the occupation of 
Germany continues” Berlin should 
remain under four-power control 
and that “no one power have any 
more influence in Berlin than any 
other,” 

This was a slap at the Russians, 
who have been seeking to over- 
throw the legally-elected govern- 
ment and achieve full Communist 
control of the city, 

A Russian-controlled newspaper 
today says that if the western pow- 
ers force a United Nations debate 
on the Berlin crisis, “a wedge will 
be driven into UN which may split 
the entire world organization.”

A Full Stop Is a Full Stop 


One of the practices that does not 
endear motorists to pedestrians is the 
failure of the former to bring their cars 
to a complete full stop at intersections 
where a full stop is required. 

Those who interpret this requirement 
loosely are divided into two schools of 


thought: 


1, The motorist who allows his car to 
drift over the pedestrian lane before he ap- 
plies the brakes. This practice makes it 
necessary for pedestrians to detour in 
front of or behind the car to cross the 


Street, 


2. The motorist who merely slows 
down for a stop sign and who apparently 
beljeves that reducing his speed sufficiently 
to change gears constitutes a full stop. 

In this latter case, the pedestrian 


never knows whether the car is really 


going to stop or not, It adds a piquant 
touch of uncertainty to the hazards of 


going abroad on foot. 


Both these practices are bad habits 
and bad manners. 

A full stop was intended to be inter- 
preted literally as a full stop. And the full 
stop should betome effective without in- 


trusion on the pedestrian lane,

that date.” Money supply includes 
all coin and bank notes in circu- 
lation plus both current accounts 
and the checking portion of sav- 
ings accounts in Canadaian 
banks, 

At the date of Mr, Towers’ 
statement, the Canadian money 
supply was $3,970 millions com- 
pared to $4,041 millions in Oc- 
tober, 1946, The latter was pretty 
close to four times the Canadian 
money supply of $1,088 millions 
at December, 1938, Further re- 
vision of accounts shows that the 
actual peak was $4,052 millions 
last April, the month prior to Mr 
Towers’ testimony 

Thus, Canadian money  avail- 
able for daily trade, agriculture, 
industry and domestic use con 
tinues at approximately four 
times the 1938 level. Mr. Towers 
himself was authority for the 
statement that there is “between 
money supply and prices definite- 
ly a relation—(Page 3374 Price 
Committee Report, May 27, 1948) 
High prices reflected the pressure 
of money supply or purchasing 
power on high demand for goods 
in short supply. But Mr, Towers 
was unwilling to term the Cana- 
diaa position “inflation”—it could 


not be compared with a great 
many countries where currency 
is worth from “% to 1/1,000th of 
what it used to be, 


Amount 
Of Decrease 
But Mr. Towers added; “I 


would sooner stick to the fact of 
Our case which is that the pur- 
chasing power in goods and ser- 
vices of our dollar is less than it 
was in 1939 by the amount which 
is indicated by the price index.” 

A committee member asked 
what the approximate index was 
at the time and Mr. Towers re- 
plied he thought it was about 151. 
(this cost of living index is bas- 
ed on the average prices be- 
tween 1935 and 1939 as 100. 
Actually, the May, 1948 C.O.L, in- 
dex was 153.3) 

“We can assume that our dollar 
is worth about 65 cents in terms 
of 1939” asked the committee 
member, 

“That is right” answered Mr 
Towers 

But since May, last, the cost 
of living index has continued to 
rise to 157.5 as of August 2, last 
Accordingly, by Mr, Towers’ rule, 
the purchasing power of the Ca- 
nadian dollar has stil} further 
declined below 65 cents relative 
to the C.O.L, index advance from 
153.3 last May to 157.5 on Aug- 
gust 2 

Mr. Towers maintained there 
was no definite ratio relation pe- 
tween volume of production and 
the money supply except lf cre- 
dit were inadequate, production 


would be affected, But if credit 
were adequate he said (which it 
has been and is) then production 
might go up or not, but if it did 
not, then it would not be due to 
inadequate credit. 


Basis : 
Of Volume 


The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics Is attempting to measure 
production on the basis of vo- 
lume, not dollars, taking 138 as 
the basis of 100. The calculations 
include all agriculture, manu- 
facturing, logging, lumbering, 
fishing, etc, On the basis, the vo- 
lume of production index was 
1121 in 19389. The peak, due to 
War output, was 183.7 in 1044; 
the index dropped to 155.9 in 
1945 due to reconversion; it climb- 
ed again slowly to 160.8 in 1946, 
The 1947 preliminary index is 
174.0 

It seems pretty obvious that 
with money supply four times the 
1938 figure and production of 
available goods and food only 
some two-thirds to perhaps three- 
quarters more than jn 1938, there- 
in lies the answer to high prices, 
or in reverse, the decreased pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. One 
of the CCF’s major fallacies is 
to quote big post-war profits and 
dividends of corporations in 
terms of today's dollar—if they 
were quoted in terms of Mr, 
Tower's shrinking 65-cent dollar, 
the picture would be different— 
but not such good propaganda 
among workers who are aware 
of the decrease in the goods 
thelr money will buy.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS

There has been widespread and 
persistent reports that a secret 
meeting of the powerful Russian 
cominform has been held in the 
Crimea where Prime Minister 
Stalin is said to have been va- 
cationing. 

The Cominform is the successor 
to the Cominform, the original 
general staff for werid revolu- 
tion, and it comprises the out- 
standing leaders of Bolshevism, 

Naturally there has been in- 
tense speculation over the signi- 
ficance of this reported mysteri- 
ous conference, and London diplo- 
mats are debating the possibility ~ 
that the conference’ revolved 
about these point, among others: 
(1) Russian annexation of one or 
more of the satellite states, and 
(2) a tightening of military co- 
operation in the Russian bloe in 
view of the tension arising from 
the Berlin deadlock. 

To my mind those two points 
dovetail perfectly, and they seem 
logical enough, This isn't by any 
means the first time that the pos- 
sibility of Russian annexations 
has been in the news, as this 
column has reported, Romania 
and Czechoslovakia have been 
named as possible victims 

But why these two countries in 
particular? Because their abso- 
lute possession would give Rus- 
sia a military and political stran- 


giehold on its entire satellite 
bloc, and it would vastly strength- 
en Russia's military position in 
the event of war with the western 
powers, 

Czechoslovakia and Romania 
are adjoining states, and the 
Soviet frontiers touch both of 
them. However, Russia is separ- 
ated from Bulgaria, Hungary and 
Yugoslavia by the Czechoslovak- 
jan - Romanian corridor. Pos- 
session of that corridor would put 
Russia into direct contact with all 
her slave-states, and, even more 
important, with Austria and Ger- 
many. 

The significance of that is clear 
to half an eye. Moscow could 
flood that corridor with military 
forces, thereby not only puting 
herself in pos tion to handle any 
revolt among the satellites but 
acquiring a p wertul base in the 
event of war \vith the west, 

In this cor .ection it shouldn't 
be overlooke, that Czechoslovak- 
ja long has been one of the 
world’s grea’ st arsenals, for the 
immense 8 :oda_ engineering 
works are si uated there, 

But, you : sk, why can't Rus- 
sia fill the ¢ tellites with troops 
without anncxation? Well, she 
undoubtedly would in an emer- 
gency, but as things stand it 
would involve an open violation 
of “sovereignty” which would 
create 4 nasty international situ- 
alion. 


what was the trouble with it dur- 
ing the “dirty thirties?” There 
was no profit then in suppiying a 
good standard of living, better 
homes, etc,, for North Americans, 
It needed the stimulus of World 
War Two to start the wheels of 
industry rolling on a “cost plus” 
basis to save the world for de-

One immense shelf in the 
library of Canadian literature 


might well be titled “Introspec- 
tion.” For our size and weight 
this dominion takes the world’s 
championship in self-appraisal, 

The latest to adjust his pince 
nez and embark on an examinas 
tion of his native land is the Rt, 
Hon, Vincent Massey, High Com- 
missioner for Canada in the war 
years, now Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

His “On Being Canadian” (J, 
M. Dent & Sons) is an extremely 
academic survey in which Mr, 
Massey ventures to propose a 
credo for young Canadians, Its 
final point: “I believe that with 
sound work, the spirit of a team 
and an awareness of ourselves, 
we can look forward to achieve- 
ments beyond our Imagining,” 

Most of the book is on this 
lofty plane for, like so many of 
his predecessors in the crowded 
field, Mr. Massey is more con- 
cerned with the high policy gen- 
eralities than with the messier 
detail of people living and work- 
ing, 

Some indication of the author's 
high level approach is a brief 
description of what he claims to 
be a recognizable Canadian type, 
observed Overseas during the 
war 

This mythical gent--possessing 
“a touch of breeziness and an 
alertness, self-control, an air of 
discipline, good manners,” ete. 
is fairly conclusive proof that Mr, 
Massey had some long, friendly 
chats with the Canadian officers 
who lunched in his charming 
wife's Trafalgar Square club—ex- 
clusively for those with commis- 
sions, 

I am not so sure he rubbed 
shoulders with the kind of men 
who rioted in Aldershot and who 
had a lustiness and toughness 
that are a good deal more char- 
acteristic than Mr. Massey's nice 
boy. 

“On Being Canadian” may be 
added to that long shelf with 
small murmurs of appreciation as 
a thoughtful text, written in the 
style of the Dominion Day speech 
but it will take an earthlier man 
to tell us what being a Canadian 
really is—if, indeed, that is neces- 
sary.

MADE HITLER GERMAN 

Just before Hitler ran for Presi- 
dent of Germany against von Hin- 
denburg, Goering arranged for him 
to be appointed an official of the 
Brunswick government, thus be- 
coming a Brunswick citizen and 
consequently a German citizen — 
for up to this time Hitler, a native 
of Austria, did not even possess 
the nationality of the government 
we wanted to head. 

After Hitler became Chancellor, 
Goering undertook the task of or- 
ganizing the state to make it safe 
for National Socialism. 

“My task,” he dictated to me,’ 


was to introduce the taking over | 


of power in a completely legal 


fashion, My activities in Prussia} 


covered the Gestapo, the concen- 
tration camps, and the repression 
of the Roehm revolt, The Prussian 
Ministry of the Interior, which I 
took over, had been a key position 
of the Social Democrats. 

“Its machinery had to be com- 
pletely reconstructed, especially 
the political police, when in its 
essence was nothing but the later 
Gestapo of the National Socialists 
—that js, it was designed expressly 
to combat political opponents, I 
gave the name Gestapo — Secret 
State Police — to this organization 
to indicate unmistakably that is 
concern was solely wih the secur- 
ity of the state.” 


GREAT EARLY SERVICES 

Thus Goering’s early services to 
Hitler were great and his nomina- 
tion as political heir to Hitler, to 
succeed him in case anything 
should happen to the Fuehrer, was 
justified bl his record, Yet when 
General Blomberg suggested to 
Hitler in the spring of 1938 that 
he make Goering his successor 


»\ ‘If I were in the place of these 


Hitler turned down the idea with! 


the comment that Goering was too 
lazy. 

And when Hitler finally did 
make Goering his political heir, he 
did so in a fashion which did not 
strike Goering as showing the con 
fidence the nomination would seem 
to apply. He didn't inform Goer- 
ing in advance, and the Reich- 
marshal learned the news, like the 
public, only when Hitler announc- 
ed it in a speech! Hitler told no 
one any more than he had to 

“Even as Hitler's deputy,” Goer- 
ing told me, ‘I often knew noth- 
ing about his plans and intentions 
With other ministers, this situation 
was often much worse, Most of 
them Jearned about the march into 
the Rhineland, the attack On Nor- 
way, the invasion of Holland and 
other important events, to their 
great surprise, when they heard 
the news on the radio or read it 
in the papers. 

“The Fuehrer’s order that the 
people must not be told anything 
more about any measure than was 
necessary for its execution, and 
then not before the date when 
preparation for it had to begin, was 
well known. A copy of it hung in 
every government office and mili- 
tary establishment, It applied to 
the cabinet ministers as well as to 
everybody else.” 

TRUSTED NOBODY 

The truth probably was that Hit 
ler actually trusted nobody, not 
even his ‘old fighters’.
